INTRODUCTION 


INTRODUCCION 


1.    Historical  Note 

The  1958  Puerto  Rico  Census  of  Manufactures  was  under* 
taken  jointly  by  the  Puerto  Rico  Planning  Board,  Government 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Puerto  Rico,  ana  the  United  States 
Bureau  of  the  Census.  The  results  of  this  Census  of  Manu- 
factures are  shown  in  this  publication,  ft  represents  the  eighth 
canvass  of  manufacturing  activities  in  the  Island  during  this 
century.  The  first  Census  of  Manufactures  covered  the  year 
1909  and  a  census  was  taken  at  10-year  intervals  thereafter 
until  1949,  except  for  the  year  1929.  Legislation  in  1950  au- 
thorized the  taking  of  censuses  of  business  and  manufactures 
every  year  or  at  least  every  other  year.  The  rapid  changes  in 
manufacturing    activities   in    Puerto    Rico    and  the  expansion 

resulting  from  the  industrialization  program  made  it  imperative 
that  both  the  government  and  manufacturers  have  up  to  date 
information  regarding  industrial  activity  in  the  Island.  There- 
fore,  in  1952,  a  Census  of  Manufactures  with  a  more  limited 
coverage  was  conducted  by  the  Government  of  Puerto  Rico. 
In  1954,  a  Census  of  Manufactures  was  undertaken  jointly  by 
the  Puerto  Rico  Planning  Board,  Government  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Puerto  Rico,  and  the  United  States  Bureau  of  the 
Census.  Again,  in  1956,  another  Census  of  Manufactures  was 
conducted  by  the  Government  of  the  Commonwealth.  The  1953 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  authorized  by  an  Act  of  the  Con- 
gress of  the  United  States  (13  U.  S.  C  131)  and  by  a  procla- 
mation of  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Puerto  Rico 
(Administrative  Bulletin  No.  456,  signed  on  December  12, 
1953)  under  the  authority  granted  to  him  by  an  Act  of  the  Legis- 
lature (Law    No.    11   of  March   27,    1950).    (See  Appendix  A). 

Measures  of  manufacturing  activity  by  industry  and  geo- 
graphic area  (value  added  by  manufacture,  employment,  pay- 
rolls, inventories,  capital  expenditures, etc.)  are  shown  in  this 
publication. 

Comparative  data  for  1956  and  1954  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures for  these  years  are  included  in  Chapter  II,  Table  I. 

The   Census  of  Manufactures    shows  data  on  summary 
statistics    for    manufacturing   establishments  for  census  and 
earlier  years,  by  regions  and  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas,    by   employment    size,   by  value  added  by  manufacture, 
by  major  industry  group,  by  form  of  organization,  by  year  esta- 
blishment began  operations,  and  by  tax  status  of  establishment. 

A  chapter  on  Industry  Statistics  shows  broad  industrial 
totals  for  important  individual  industries  and  selected  indus- 
tries on  inventories,  capital  expenditures,  the  most  important 
classes  of  products  shipped  by  manufacturing  establishments, 
etc. 

A  chapter  of  Area  Statistics  covers  statistics  by  regions, 
municipalities,    and    standard  metropolitan    statistical    areas. 

A  tax-exempt  industries  chapter  shows  statistics  for  tax- 
exempt  manufacturing  establishments. 

A  chapter  on  Industry  Statistics  has  been  introduced 
showing  the  same  industrial  totals  for  1953  as  in  Chapter  II, 
but  now  introducing  the  new  Standard  Industrial  Classification, 
1957  edition. 


1.    Apuntes  Historicos 

El  Censo  de  Manufactures  de  1958  se  llevo  a  cabo  con- 
juntamente  por  la  Junta  de  Planificacion  del  Gobierno  del  Es- 
tado  Libre  Asociado  de  Puerto  Rico  y  el  Negociado  del  Censo 
de  los  Estados  Unidos.  Los  resultados  de  este  Censo  se  in- 
cluyen  en  esta  publicacion.  El  Censo  de  Manufacturas  de  1953 
representa  laoctava  encuesta  general  de  las  actividades  manu- 
factureras  en  Puerto  Rico  durante  este  siglo.  El  primer  Censo 
de  Manufacturas  fue  en  el  1909  y  a  partir  de  esa  fecha  se  toma- 
ron  censos  cad  a  diez  afios  hasta  el  afio  1949,  con  excepcion 
del  ano  1929.  En  1950  se  aprobo  legislacion  autorizando  que 
se  tomaron  censos  de  negocios  y  manufacturas  en  Puerto  Rico 
todos  los  afios  o  por  lo  menos  cada  dos  afios.  Los  cambios  ra- 
pidos  en  las  actividades  manufacturers  en  Puerto  Rico  y  la 
expansion  resultante  del  programa  de  industrialization  hicie- 
ron  imperativo  que  tan  to  el  Gobierno  como  el  sector  industrial 
privado  tuviesen  informacion  al  dia  relacionada  con  la  activi- 
dad  industrial  en  Puerto  Rico.  Por  consiguiente,  en  el  ano 
1952,  el  Gobierno  de  Puerto  Rico  llevo  a  cabo  un  Censo  de 
Manufacturas  de  un  alcance  mas  limitado.  El  Censo  de  Manu- 
facturas de  1954  se  llevo  a  cabo  conjuntamente  por  la  Junta 
de  Planificacion  del  Gobierno  del  Estado  Libre  Asociado  de 
Puerto  Rico  y  el  Negociado  del  Censo  de  los  Estados  Unidos. 
En  1956  el  Gobierno  de  Puerto  Rico  volvio  atomar  otro  Censo 
de  Manufacturas.  El  Censo  de  Manufacturas  de  1958  fue  auto- 
rizado  por  una  Ley  del  Congreso  de  los  Estados  Unidos  (13 
C.  E.  U.  131)  y  por  una  proclama  del  Gobernador  del  Estado 
Libre  Asociado  de  Puerto  Rico  (Boletm  Administrativo  Num. 
456,  firmado  el  12  de  diciembre  de  1953)  bajo  la  autoridad  que 
le  confiere  la  Ley  Num.  11  del  27  de  marzo  de  1950.  (Vease 
Apendice  A). 

Medidas  de  la  actividad  manufacturer  a  por  industria  y 
area  geografica  (valor  agregado  por  la  manufactura,  empleo, 
nominas,  inventarios,  inversiones  de  capital,  etc.)  se  mues- 
tran  en  esta  publicacion. 

Data  comparativa  para  los  Censos  de  Manufacturas  de 
1956    y  1954  se  incluyen  en  el  Capitulo  II,  Tabla  I. 

El  Censo  de  Manufacturas  muestra  data  de  estadisticas 
para  establecimientos  manufactureros  para  el  afiocensal  y  anos 
anteriores,  por  regiones  y  areas  estadisticas  metropolitanas 
standard, por  tamaiio  de  empleo,  por  valor  agregado  por  la  manu- 
factura, por  grupo  industrial  principal,  por  forma  de  organiza- 
tion, por  alio  en  que  el  establecimiento  comenzo  operaciones 
y  si  son  exentas  de  contribuciones. 

Un  capitulo  de  Estadisticas  Industrials  presenta  totales 
industrials  globales  para  industrias  import  antes  individuates 
y  para  industrias  seleccionadas  en  inventarios,  inversiones  de 
capital,  los  productos  mas  importantes  vendidos  por  los  esta- 
blecimientos manufactureros,  etc. 

Un  capitulo  de  Estadisticas  por  Area  cubre  estadisticas 
por  regiones,  municipios  y  areas  estadisticas  metropolitanas 
standard. 

El  capitulo  de  industrias  exentas  nos  muestra  estadis- 
ticas para  los  establecimientos  manufactureros  exentos  de 
contribuciones. 

Un  capitulo  de  Estadisticas  Industrials  se  ha  introdu- 
cido  con  los  mismos  totales  para  1958  que  en  el  Capitulo    II, 
pero  esta  vez  introduciendo  la  mieva  Clasificacion  Industrial

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2.       Area  and  Period  Covered  2.    Area  y  Periodo  Cubiertos 


The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  covered  manufacturing 
activity  during  the  calendar  year  1958  in  the  seventy-seven 
municipalities  into  which  Puerto  Rico  is  divided.  Reports  were 
obtained  on  a  calendar-year  basis  from  the  great  majority  of 
manufacturers  in  all  industry  groups.  In  the  relatively  small 
number  of  cases  where  individual  reports  were  accepted  on  a 
fiscal-year  basis,  the  manufacturer  was  required  to  report 
employment  and  payroll  data  on  a  calendar-year  basis.  The 
comparability  of  production  with  employment  or  of  value  added 
by  manufacture  with  wages  is  not  appreciably  affected  by  the 
fact  that  in  some  instances  the  value  of  shipments  was  reported 
for    a    12-month    period   different   from   the   calendar   year. 


3.  Coverage 

In  1958,  the  Office  of  the  Census  of  the  Puerto  Rico 
Planning  Board  prepared  a  master  file  of  manufacturing  esta- 
blishments on  the  basis  of  the  1956  Census  of  Manufactures. 
This  master  file  was  brought  up  to  date  with  information  ob- 
tained from  the  Commonwealth  Department  of  Labor,  the  Eco- 
nomic Development  Administration,  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  of  the  Social  Security  Administration,  and 
other  sources.  Establishments  whose  activities  did  not  come 
within  the  scope  of  manufacturing  were  deleted;  also  establish- 
ments with  no  paid  employees  were  excluded  from  the  Census. 
Some  establishments  had  gone  out  of  business  prior  to  1958; 
and  still  others  began  operarion  in  1959.  The  final  count  of 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958  Census  was 
2042    of    which    687     employed    twenty    or  more  persons. 

As  a  result  of  the  above  procedures,  it  is  believed  that 
no  large  manufacturing  establishment  and  no  significant  aggre- 
gate of  small  establishments  were  omitted. 


4.         The  Canvass  and  Compilation  of  Statistics 

The  1958  Census  report  forms  were  distributed  and  for 
the  most  part,  returned  by  mail.  Manufacturers  with  less  than 
five  employees  were  instructed  not  to  return  the  completed 
questionnaires  by  mail,  but  to  retain  them  until  a  census  enu- 
merator visited  their  establishments.  A  "skip"  list  was  pre- 
pared with  the  names  and  addresses  of  manufacturers  with  five 
or  more  employees  and  the  enumerators  were  instructed  not  to 
request  a  report  from  them.  Establishments  in  the  "skip"  list 
that  did  not  send  in  a  report  by  mail  or  whose  reports  were 
incomplete  or,  otherwise,  inadequate  were  reached  by  telephone 
or  personal  visit  from  the  Office  of  the  Census,  Manufactures 
and    Business    Sections. 

The  forms  were  mailed  during  early  February  of  1959. 
Reports  were  due  within  thirty  days  of  receipt  by  the  establish- 
ment. By  the  end  of  June,  over  74  per  cent  of  them  had  been 
received;  but  some  few  reports  were  not  received  until  late 
October. 


El  Censo  de  Manufactures  de  1958  cubrio  las  activida- 
des  manufactureras  efectuadas  durante  el  1958  en  los  77  muni- 
cipios  en  que  esta'  dividido  Puerto  Rico.  Lamayoriade  los 
manufactureros  rindieron  la  informacio'n  a  fcase  del  afio  calen- 
dario,  que  era  como  se  pedia  preferentemente.  Hubo  un  numero 
relativamente  pequeno  de  casos  en  que  se  les  permitio'a  los 
industriales  que  rindieran  la  informacion  a  base  de  afio  fiscal, 
sin  embargo,  aun  asi  se  les  pidio  que  los  datos  sobre  empleo 
y  no'minas  de  pago  estuvieran  basados  en  el  ano  calendarjo.

3.  Obtencion  de  un-Censo  Completo 

En  1958,  la  Oficina  del  Censo  de  I  a  Junta  de  Planifica- 
cion  de  Puerto  Rico  preparo  una  lista  de  control  de  los  esta- 
blecimientos  manufactureros  basada  en  el  Censo  de  Manufac- 
tures de  1956  y  la  puso  al  dfa  con  informacio'n  obtenida  del 
Departamento  del  Trabajo  de  Puerto  Rico,  la  Administracion 
de  Fomento  Economico,  la  Oficina  de  Seguro  Social  Federal  y 
otras  fuentes.  Fue  preciso  omitir  algunos  establecimientos 
incluidos  en  la  lista  original,  ya  que  de  acuerdo  con  sus  acti- 
vidades  no  caian  dentro  de  la  clasificacion  de  manufactura;  y 
tambien  se  excluyeron  los  que  no  tenian  empleados  con  paga. 
Algunos  establecimientos  incluidos  en  estas  listashabian  ce- 
sado  de  operar  antes  de  1958  y  otros  empezaron  sus  operacio- 
nes  en  1959.  El  recuento  final  de  establecimientos  manufac- 
tureros cubiertos  por  el  Censo  de  1958  fue  de  2042,  de  los  cua- 
les  687      tenian      veinte  empleados  o  mas. 

Como    resultado    de  los  procedimientos  mencionados,  se 
estima  que  no  se  ha  excluido  ningun  establecimiento  manufac- 
turer de  los  mayores,  ni  un  numero  significativo  de  los  pe- 
quefios. 

4.  Recoleccion     y  Compilacion  de  las  Estadisticas 

Los  cuestionarios  para  el  censo  de  1958  fueron  distri- 
buidos  y  en  su  mayor  parte  devueltos  por  correo.  A  los  manu- 
factureros con  menos  de  cinco  empleados  se  les  instruyo  que 
no  devolvieran  por  correo  los  cuestionarios  ya  completados, 
sino  que  los  retuvieran  hasta  que  el  enumerador  del  censo  visi- 
tase  sus  establecimientos.  Se  preparo  una  Lista  de  Omisiones 
con  los  nombres  y  direcciones  de  los  manufactureros  con  cinco 
o  mas  empleados  y  se  instruyo'  a  los  enumeradores  para  no  re- 
cogerlos.  Los  establecimientos  en  dicha  Lista  de  Omisiones 
que  no  enviaron  su  informe  por  correo  o  aquellos  cuyos  infor- 
mes  estaban  incompletos  o  defectuosos  fueron  entrevistados 
por  telefono  o  visitados  person  almente  por  un  empleado  de  la 
Oficina  del  Censo,  Seccio'n  de  Manufactures  y  Negocios. 

Los  cuestionarios  se  enviaron  por  correo  a  los  indus- 
triales durante  la  primera  parte  del  mes  de  febrero  de  1959. 
Se  pidio  a  los  industriales  que  devolvieran  el  informe  censal 
debidamente  cumplimentado  a  la  Oficina  del  Censo  dentro  de 
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In  a  very  few  instances  where  the  establishment  ceased 
operations  durjng  or  after  1958  and  the  owner  could  not  be  lo- 
cated or  where  a  report  was  unobtainable  for  other  reasons, 
partly  estimated  data  were  used.  In  these  cases,  as  much 
pertinent  data  as  possible  were  obtained  from  other  agencies 
of  the  Puerto  Rican  Government  and  the  remaining  data  were 
estimated  on  the  basis  of  industry  averages.  However,  these 
estimates  represented  not  more  than  15  per  cent  of  the  esta- 
blishments. 


The  mailing,  collection,  follow-up,  editing,  and  coding 
of  the  reports  were  carried  out  in  the  Office  of  the  Census  of 
the  Bureau  of  Economics  and  Statistics,  Puerto  Rico  Planning 
Board.  Information  from  schedules  was  transferred  to  coding 
sheets  in  the  same  Office.  The  punching  and  tabulation  of 
cards  were  performed  by  the  Tabulation  Section  of  the  Bureau 
of  Economics  and  Statistics  of  the  Puerto  Rico  Planning  Board. 
The  preparation  of  tables  and  text  in  this  publication  were 
performed  in  the  Office  of  the  Census.

El  envio  por  correo,  la  recoleccion,  asi  como  las  entre- 
vi stas complement ari as  y  larevisio'n  y  codificacion  de  los  cues- 
tionarios se  llevo  a  cabo  en  la  Oficina  del  Censo  del  Nego- 
ciado  de  Economia  y  Estadisticas,  Junta  de  Planificacion  de 
Puerto  Rico.

5.        Types    of    Establishments    Covered    in    the   Census  5.  Closes  de  Establecimientos  Cubiertos  en  este  Censo 


The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  covers  all  establish- 
ments primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  as  defined  in  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  I,  "Manu- 
facturing Industries, "  1945  edition,  as  amended  by  the  U.  S. 
Bureau  of  the  Budget  and  the  new  Standard  Industrial  Clas- 
sification Manual,  1957  edition. 


The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual  describes 
manufacturing  establishments  as  those  engaged  in  the  mecha- 
nical or  chemical  transformation  of  inorganic  or  organic  subs- 
tances into  new  products.  These  activities  are  usually  car- 
ried on  in  plants,  factories,  or  mills. 


El  Censo  de  Manufactures  de  1958  cubre  todos  aquellos 
establecimientos  que  se  dedican  principalmente  a  la  manufac- 
ture, tal  como  se  describe  en  el  Manual  de  Clasificacion  Indus- 
trial Uniforme,  Volumen  1  Industrias  Manufacturers,"  edi- 
cion  de  1945,  enmendada  por  el  Negociado  del  Presupuesto  de 
los  Estados  Unidos  y  el  nuevo  Manual  de  Clasificacion  Indus- 
trial Uniforme,  edicion  de  1957. 

En  este  manual  se  describe  a  los  establecimientos  manu- 
facturers     como  establecimientos  dedicados  a  latransforma- 
cion  mecanica  o  quimica  de  matenas  organicas  o  morganicas 
convirtie'ndolas  en  productos  nuevos.    Estas  actividades  por  lo 
general  se  efectuan  en  plantas;  fabric  as,  o  molinos. 


Manufacturing  production  is  usually  carried  on  for  the 
wholesale  market,  for  interplant  transfer  within  the  company, 
or  to  order  of  industrial  users,  rather  than  for  direct  sale  to  the 
household  consumer.  Some  manufacturers  in  a  few  industries, 
however,  sell  chiefly  at  retail  to  domestic  consumers  through 
the  mail,  through  house-to-house  routes,  or  through  salesmen. 


La  produccion  manufacturera  generalmente  sedestina  al 
comercio  mayori  sta,  para  el  intercambio  con  otras  fabricas  den- 
tro  de  una  misma  compafiia,  o  para  lienor  los  pedidos  de  otros 
industriales,  ma's  bien  que  a  la  venta  directa  a  los  consumi- 
dores  finales.

The  following  types  of  processing  activities,  which  may 
be  regarded  by  some  as  manufacturing,  are  in  fact  defined  as 
nonmanufacturing  by  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  and 
are,    therefore,    excluded    from    the    Census    of  Manufactures:

In  the  tobacco  stemming  and  redrying 
industry  in  Puerto  Rico,  it  is  a  practice  of  the  larger  companies 
to  allow  the  individual  growers  to  process  their  own  tobacco 
in  the  companies'  warehouses.  During  the  processing  of  a 
particular  grower's  crop,  the  wages  of  the  warehouse  laborers 
involved  are  paid  by  the  grower  and  the  product  remains  the 
property  of  the  grower.  Such  value  of  products  and  employ- 
ment    are    excluded    from    the    Census    of   Manufactures. 

b.  Manufacturing  activities  of  certain  establishments 
which  sell  most  of  their  products  at  retail  on  the  premises,  for 
example,  single-shop  retail  bakeries. 

c.  Fabricating  operations  performed  at  the  site  of  con- 
struction by  contractors. 

d.  Production  by  public  utilities. 

e.  Custom  work  to  the  individual  order  of  domestic  con- 
sumers,    such     as     custom  tailoring     or    woodworking. 

f.  Repair  and  other  service  activities  (except  services 
performed    "for  the  trade"). 

g.  Educational  eleemosynary,  and  penal  institutions 
engaged  in  some  manufacturing.

g.  Instituciones  de  ensenanza,  de  beneficencia  y  pen  ales 
que  llevan  a  cabo  algunas  actividades  manufacturers. 


The  following  types  of  activities,  though  not  universally 
considered  to  be  manufacturing,  are  so  classified  in  the  Stand- 
ard Industrial  Classification  and  are,  therefore,  included  in  the 
Census  of  Manufactures: 

a.         Bakeries  (except  single-shop  retail  bakeries) 

b.  Printing   and  publishing 

c.  Apparel  jobbing 

d.  Electroplating,  plating,  and  metal  polishing 

e.  Job  stamping,  casting,  and  machining 

f.  Lapidary  work

In  some  instances,  an  establishment  which  was  engaged 
in  a  combination  of  both  manufacturing  and  nonmanufacturing 
activities  at  the  same  location  was  excluded  from  the  Census 
of  Manufactures;  if  the  nonmanufacturing  activity  predominated. 
For  example,  an   establishment  of  a  multiunit  firm  may  be    en- 


En  los  casos  en  que  el  establecimiento  se  dedicaba  tan- 
to  a  actividades  manufactureras  como  no  manufactureras,  en 
un  mismo  local,  se  exclufa  del  Censo  de  Manufactures  si  la 
actividad  no  manufacturer  predominaba.

A  given  value  of  receipts  from  repair  services 
reflects  a  somewhat  greater  labor  and  capital  input  than  the 
same  value  of  receipts  from  shipments  of  manufactured  prod- 
ucts; in  turn,  the  same  valueof  manufactured  products  requires 
more  labor  and  capital  input  than  the  purchase  and  resale  of 
merchandise.  Consequently,  weighting  factors  of  "4"  for  repair 
receipts,  "3"  for  manufacturing  receipts,  and  "1"  for  resales 
were  applied  to  each  multiactivity  establishment  and  the  largest 
"adjusted" value  determined  its  classification. 


6.     Comparison  of  Census  Data  with  Other  Figures 

Despite  the  application  of  fairly  uniform  definitions  on 
manufacturing  activity,  the  census  figures  may  differ  in  some 
cases  from  those  published  by  other  Governmental  agencies, 
such  as  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Labor  and  the  Puerto  Rico 
Department  of  Labor.  These  differences  reflect  in  a  large  part 
thegreater  emphasis  in  the  Census  on  securing  separate  reports 
for  each  establishment  of  companies  with  more  than  one  plant. 
This  permitted  more  precise  geographic  classification  and  the 
exclusion  of  nonmanufacturing  activities  of  these  companies  at 
location  other  than  themanufacturing plant.

6.    Comparabilidad  de  los  Datos  Censales  Sobre  Establecimien- 
to s  Manufactureros  con  Otras  Cifras 

A  pesar  de  usarse  definiciones  relativamente  uniformes 
de  las  distintas  actividades  manufactureras,  puede  que  las  ci- 
fras del  censo  difieran  algo  de  las  cifras  publicadas  por  otras 
entidades  gubemamentales  tales  como  el  Departamento  del 
Trabajo  de  los  Estados  Unidos  y  el  Departamento  del  Trabajo 
de  Puerto  Rico.  Estas  diferencias  provienen  en  gran  parte  del 
empeno  del  censo  en  obtener  informacion  separada  para  cada 
establecimiento  cuando  las  companfas  tienen  mas  de  una  planta. 
Esto  permite  una  clasificacion  mas  exacta  por  area  geografica 
y  la  exclusion  de  las  actividades  no  manufactureras  de  dichas 
companfas  en  locales  distintos  a  los  de  la  planta  manufactu- 
rera. 


7.      Comparability  with  Earlier  Censuses 

General  statistics  are  shown  wherever  possible  in  this 
report  for  1956  and  1954,  as  well  as  for  1958.  In  1954,  1956, 
and  1958  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  pasteuriza- 
tion and  bottling  of  fluid  milk  were  classified  in  manufacturing 
rather  than  in  trade  industries.  In  1958,  establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  manufacturing  ready-mixed  concrete  were  also 
classified  in  manufacturing.  The  1958  data  for  all  other  indus- 
tries  are  comparable  with  both  the  1954  and  the  1956  results. 

In  the  1954,  1956,  and  1958  Censuses,  homeworkers' 
wages  were  included  in  payroll,  not  in  contract  costs  as  in 
previous  censuses,  and  thus  were  reflected  in  value  added  by 
manufacture. 

In  1954  and  previous  censuses,  value  added  by  manu- 
facture was  calculated  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
supplies  and  containers,  fuel,  purchased  electric  energy,  and 
contract  work  from  the  total  value  of  shipments.  In  1956  and 
1958,  an  attempt  was  made  to  measure  that  part  of  value  added 
that  went  to  form  part  of  the  products  that  were  finished  but  not 
sold  or  that  were  in  process  at  the  end  of  the  year.  There- 
fore, changes  in  inventories  of  finished  products  and  work  in 
process  were  added  to  value  of  shipments  to  obtain  the  value  of 
production  during  the  year.    The  sales  of  products  bought  and 


7.    Comparabilidad  con  Censos  Anteriores 

En  este  informe  se  presentan,  siempre  que  es  posible, 
estadisticas  generales  para  el  1956  y  1954,  as' como  para  el 
1958.  En  1954,  1956  y  1958  los  establecimientos  que  se  dedi- 
caron  mayormente  a  pasteurizar  y  embotellar  leche  fueron  cla- 
sificados  en  la  manufactura  en  vez  de  en  el  comercio.  En  1958 
se  consideraron  los  establecimientos  dedicados  a  pre-mezclar 
hormigon  como  manufactura  en  vez  de  comercio.  Los  datos  de 
1958  para  todas  las  demas  industrias  son  comparables  con  los 
re  suit  ados  obtenidos  en  1956  y  1954. 

En  los  censos  de  1954,  1956  y  1958,  los  jornalesde  los 
trabajadores  a  domicilio  se  incluyeron  en  la  nomina  y  no  en  el 
costo  por  contrato,  como  en  afios  anteriores.

En  el  1954  y  censos  anteriores,  el  valor  agregado  por  la 
manufactura  se  obtuvo  restando  el  costo  de  materiales,  piezas, 
envases,  combustibles,  energfa  electrica  y  trabajo  por  contrato 
del  valor  total  de  las  ventas.

8.        Industry  Classification 

An   industry  consists  of  a  group  of  establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  the  same  line  or  similar  lines  of  economic 
activity,    In  the  manufacturing  field,  the  line  of  activity  is  gen- 
erally defined  in  terms  of  the  products  made  or  the  processes 
of  manufacture  used.      The  manufacturing  industry  classifica- 
tions used  in  the  first  four  chapters  of  thisCensus  were  derived 
from  those  which  appear  in  the  1945  Standard  Industrial  CI  asi 
sification    Manual,    as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget. 
(For    Spanish     titles  of  these  industry  classifications,    see 
Appendix  C.)     A  new  Chapter  (V)  is  being  presented  to  intro- 
duce the    new  1957   Standard  Industrial  Classification. 

A  manufacturing  establishment  is  assigned  to  or  classi- 
fied in  an  industry  generally  on  the  basis  of  its  principal  prod- 
ucts made  or  services  performed.  The  products  made  by  each 
establishment  are  grouped  according  to  the  industries  in  which 
they  are  usually  made.  The  group  of  products  accounting  for 
the  principal  portion  of  the  total  value  of  products  sold  by  the 
establishment  determines  its  industry  classification.  These 
products  are  said  to  be  the  "primary'  products  of  the  establish- 
ment, as  well  asof  the  industry  in  which  they  are  usually  made; 

all  other  products  made  by  the  establishment  are  referred  to  as 
"secondary"  products.  While  some  establishments  produce  only 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry  in  which  fhey  are  clas- 
sified, this  rarely  is  true  of  all  of  the  establishments  in  an 
industry.  The  general  statistics  (employment,  payroll,  value 
added  by  manufacture,  etc.)  shown  for  an  industry,  therefore, 
reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of  the  establishments 
in  that  industry,  but  also  their  activities  in  the  manufacture 
of  secondary  products,  and  their  receipts  for  their  other  activi- 
ties, (such  as,  receipts  for  repairs  or  installation  of  the  pro- 
duct manufactured,  sales  of  scrap,  and  contract  work  on  mate- 
rials  owned  by  others). 


8.    Clasificacion  de  Industrias 

Una  Industrie  consiste  de  un  grupo  de  establecimientos 
dedicados  principalmente  a  un  mismo  campo  o  lineas  similares 
de  actividad  economic  a.  En  el  campo  manufacturero,  la  Ifnea 
de  actividad  se  clasifica,  por  lo  general,  afendiendo  al  artfculo 
manufacturado  o  al  proceso  manufacturero  usado.  Las  clasifi- 
caciones  industriales  usadas  en  los  cuarro  primeros  capitulos 
de  esta  publicacion  se  tomaron  del  Manual  de  Clasificacion 
Uniforme  de  1945,  enmendado  por  el  Negociado  de  Presupuesto 
de  los  Estados  Unidos.  (Para  los  titulos  de  industrias  usados 
para  este  censo  vease  el  Apendice  C).  El  Capftulo  V  de  esta 
publicacion  presenta  la  nueva  Clasificacion  Industrial  Unifor- 
me de  1957. 

Un  establecimiento  manufacturero  se  clasifica  dentro  de 
un  grupo  industrial  determinado  por  lo  general  de  acuerdo  con 
su  produccion  principal  o  con  los  servicios  prestados.  Los 
articulos  manufacturado s  por  cada  establecimiento  se  agrupan 
segun  la  industria  en  que  comunmente  se  fabrican.  El  grupo 
de  productos  que  constituye  la  parte  principal  del  valor  total 
de  los  productos  vendidos  por  el  establecimiento  determina  su 
clasificacion  industrial.  Estos  productos  son  los  "productos 
primaries"  del  establecimiento,  asi  como  tambien  de  la  indus- 
tria en  que  por  lo  general  se  hacen;  todos  los  demas  productos 
manufacturado s  por  el  establecimiento  se  conocen  como  "pro- 
ductos secundarios."  Aun  que  algunos  establecimientos  solo 
se  dedican  a  la  manufactura  de  aquellos  productos  primarios 
que  le  dan  nombre,  raras  veces  sucede  esto  con  todos  los  esta- 
blecimientos clasificados  dentro  de  una  industria.  Asi  pues, 
las  estadisticas  generates  (numero  de  empleados,  nomina  de 
pago,  valor  agregado  por  la  manufactura,  etc.)  para  una  indus- 
tria, reflejan  no  solo  las  actividades  primarias  de  los  estable- 
cimientos en  dicha  industria,  sino  tambien  sus  actividades  en 
relacion  con  la  manufactura  de  los  productos  secundarios  y  los 
ingresos  correspondientes  a  otras  actividades  (tales  como  repa- 
raciones  o  instalacion  del  producto  terminado,  venta  de  chata- 
rra  y  trabajos  por  contrato  hechos  con  materiales  propiedad  de 
otros). 


In  a  classification  system  dividing  the  manufacturing 
field  into  hundreds  of  separate  industries  to  which  establish- 
ments are  assigned  on  the  basis  of  their  principal  activity, 
production  by  one  industry  may  overlap  into  the  products  of 
other  industries.  Such  overlapping  is  particularly  prevalent 
in  such  industry  groups  as  apparel,  furniture,  and  metal  fabri- 
cating, where  establishments  within  each  group,  employing  the 
same  basic  types  of  machinery  and  fabricating  operations, 
produce   a  wide  variety  of  products  belonging  to  a  number  of 


Dentro  del  sistema  de  clasificacion  usado  para  dividir 
el  campo  de  manufactura  en  cientos  de  industrias  distintas,  a 
las  cuales  se  adscriben  los  diferentes  establecimientos  de 
acuerdo  con  su  actividad  principal,  puede  que  tambien  la  indus- 
tria se  extienda  abarcando  en  parte  la  produccion  de  otras  in- 
dustrias. Esto  ocurre  particularmente  en  grupos  de  industrias 
tales  como  el  de  manufactura  de  ropa,  de  muebles,  y  de  articu- 
los de  metal,  en  que  los  establecimientos  dentro  de  cada  grupo 
que  emplean  los  mismos  tipos  basicos  de  maquinaria  y  procesos 
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different  industries.  Of  course,  the  greater  the  degree  of  over- 
lapping, the  less  meaningful  are  the  relationships  between 
general     and    product    statistics  for   the   particular  industry. 


The  tables  showing  "value  of  products  sold"  (Chapter  II, 
table  3  and  Chapter  IV,  table  3)  present  information  classified 
on  the  basis  of  the  products  manufactured,  regardless  of  the 
industry  classification  of  the  plant  that  manufactured  them.

9.         Groups  of  Industries 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  System,  used  in 
this  Census,  combines  the  hundreds  of  individual  industries 
into  a  smaller  number  of  industry  subgroups;  which  are,  in 
turn,  combined  into  20  major  industry  groups.  Each  individual 
industry  is  designated  by  a  4- digit  code,  each  industry  group 
by  a  3-digit  code  identical  with  the  first  three  digits  of  its 
component  industries,  and  each  major  industry  group  by  a  2- 
digit  code  identical  with  the  first  two  digits  of  its  component 
industry     groups. 

In  the  summary  industry  tables,  subtotals  for  industry 
subgroups  and  major  groups  are  shown  where  possible,  and 
codes  for  each  industry  level  are  shown  at  the  left  of  the  in- 
dustry name.  Where  a  three-digit  industry  subgroup  comprises 
only  four-digit  industry,  only  the  four-digit  industry  name  and 
code  are  shown.  In  order  to  save  space  in  these  tables,  shorter 
titles  have  been  substituted  for  many  of  the  titles  shown  in 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual. 


10. 


Definition  of  Value  Added  by  Manufacture 


The  value  added  by  manufacture  is  determined  by  adding 
changes  in  finished  products  and  work- in- process  inventories 
to  total  value  of  shipments  (including  the  sales  of  products 
bought  and  resold  in  the  same  condition)  and  subtracting  from 
this  total  the  cost  of  materials,  supplies,  containers,  products 
bought  and  resold  in  the  same  condition,  fuel  and  electric 
energy  consumed  during  the  year,  and  contract  work.  This 
difference  approximately  represents  the  net  contribution  of  the 
manufacturing  process  to  the  Puerto  R  ican  economy.  It  shows 
the  relative  importance  of  the  different  industries  studied.  The 
value  added  by  manufacture  eliminates  duplications  present  in 
cost  of  materials  or  value  of  shipments  due  to  the  use  of  final 
products  of  some   industries  as  raw  material  by  others.

9.    Grupos  de  Industrias 

El  sistema  de  Clasificacion  Industrial  Uniforme,  utilizado 
en  este  censo,  combina  cientos  de  industrias  manufactureras 
individuales  para  formar  un  numero  menor  de  subgrupos  indus- 
trials que  a  su  vez  son  combinados  para  formar  veinte  grupos 
principales  de  industrias.  Cada  industria  individual  sedesigna 
con  un  numero  clave  de  cuatro  cifras,  cada  grupo  de  industria 
con  un  numero  clave  de  tres  cifras  que  son  identicas  a  las  tres 
primeras  cifras  de  las  respectivas  industrias  que  la  componen, 
y  cada  grupo  principal  de  industrias  con  un  numero  clave  de 
dos  cifras  que  son  iguales  a  las  dos  primeras  cifras  de  los 
grupos  de  industries  que  lo  componen. 

En  las  tablas  de  resumenes  por  industria,  se  presentan 
cuando  es  posible  subtotales  para  los  subgrupos  y  grupos  prin- 
cipales de  industrias  y  la  clave  industrial  se  muestra  a  la 
izquierda  del  nombre  de  la  industria.  Cuando  un  subgrupo  de 
industrias  con  un  numero  clave  de  tres  cifras  incluye  solo  una 
industria  con  un  numero  clave  de  cuatro  cifras,  se  presenta 
unicamente  el  nombre  y  el  numero  clave  de  la  industriade  cuatro 
dfgitos.

10.  Definicion  de  Valor  Agregado  por  la  Manufactura

piezas,  envases,  productos  comprados  y  vendidos  en  la  misma 
forma   que   se  compraron,  combustibles,  energia  electrica  con- 
sumida  durante  el  afio  mas  el  costo  de  labor  por  contrato.    Esta 
diferencia    representa,     aproximadatnente,  la  contribucion  neta 
del  proceso  manufacturer©  a  la  economia  de  Puerto  Rico  y  mues- 
trala  import ancia  relativa  de  los  diferentes  industriascubiertas. 
El    valor    agregado    por    la  manufactura  elimina  duplicaciones 
presentes    en    los   costos   de  materiales  o  valor  de  las  ventas 
que   surgen   como  resultado   del  uso  del  producto  final  de  una 
industria  como  materia  prima  por  otras  industrias. 

11.  Distribucion  Geogrofico 

Los  resultados  del  Censo  de  Manufactures  se  tabularon 
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for  regions  and  standard   metropolitan  statistical  areas,  as  well 
as  for  the  legally  constituted  units  (municipalities)  into  which 
Puerto  Rico  is  divided. 

The  regions,  as  delineated  by  the  Puerto  Rico  Planning 
Board,  are  groupings  of  adjoining  municipalities  which  are 
relatively  homogeneous  with  respect  to  terrain  and  social  and 
economic  characteristics.  Data  are  published  for  regions  in 
this  report  in  order  to  provide  summary  figures  at  levels  inter, 
mediate  between  those  for  Puerto  Rico  as  a  whole  and  those 
for   an    individual  municipality. 

A  standard  metropolitan  statistical  area  is  an  integrated 
economic  and  social  entity  with  an  attendant  large  volume  of 
daily  travel  and  communication  between  the  central  city  and  the 
outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  standard  metropolitan  statis- 
tical area  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the  principal  municipali- 
ty in  the  area.  The  three  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas  and   their  constituent  parts  are    as  follows: 

a.  Mayaguez—Mayaguez  Municipality 

b.  Ponce-Ponce  Municipality 

c.  San  Juan-Bayamon,  Catano,  Guaynabo,  Rio  Piedras, 
and  San  Juan  Municipalities 


12        Confidentiality  of  Data 

The  Government  of  Puerto  Rico  and  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of 
the  Census  are  prohibited  by  law  from  publishing  any  statistics 
that  disclose  information  reported  by  individual  companies. 
As  in  recent  censuses,  this  has  been  interpreted  as  follows: 

a.  The  number  of  establishments,  even  down  to  one,  may 
be  presented  in  terms  of  locality,  industry  classification,  and 
approximate  size. 

b.  Employment  figures  may  be  shown  for  any  industry  or 
locality  represented  by  three  or  more  companies. 


c.   Value  figures  may  be  shown  for  any  industry,  locality, 
or  product  represented  by  three  or  more  companies;  provided 
also    that  one  or  two  companies  do  not  produce  a  very  large 
proportion   of  the  combined  output  of  these  companies. 


d.  Care  is  taken  to  provide  against  the  possibility  of 
disclosure  by  subtraction.  If,  for  example,  the  statistics  for 
a  municipality  were  subtracted  from  those  for  the  region  in 
which  it  is  located,  and  this  subtraction  would  isolate  a  group 
of  establishments  not  meeting  the  rules  indicated  in  (b)  and 
(c),  data  for  the  municipality  would  be  withheld. 


In  this  Census,  preference  in  geographical  statistics  was 
given  first  to  regions,  second  to  standard  metropolitan  statis-

Una'rea  metropolitan  a  estadistica  standard  es  una  entidad 
social  y  economicamente  integrada  con  un  gran  volumen  detran- 
sito  e  intercomunicacion  diaria  entre  la  ciudad  central  y  las 
zonasy  pueblos  limitrofes.

12.    Divulgacion  de  Datos  sobre  Compafifas  Individuates 

Tanto    al    Gobiemo   de   Puerto  Rico  como  al  Negociado 
del    Censo    de    los   Estados  Unidos  les  esta'prohibido  por  ley 
public ar datos  que  revelen  la  inform ac ion  rendida  porcompafiias 
individuates.    Al  igual  que  en  censos  recientes,  esto  se  inter- 
preta  como  sigue: 

a.  Es  permisible  publicar  datos  individuales  para  un  es- 
tablecimiento    con   respecto   a   su   localizacion,  clasificacion 
industrial  o  tamafio    aproximado. 

b.  Se  pueden  publicar  cifras  sobre  empleo  para  cualquier 
industria  o  localidad  que  este  representada  por  tres  o  mas 
companias. 

c.  Se  pueden  publicar  cifras  sobre  valor  de  la  produccion 
para  cualquier  industria,  localidad  o  producto  representado  por 
tres  o  mas  compafifas;  siempre  y  cuando  una  o  dos  de  dichas 
compafifas  no  produzcan  una  proporcion  bastante  grande  de  la 
produccion  conjunta  de  estas  compafifas. 

d.  Se  ha  tenido  cuidado  de  evitar  la  posibilidad  de  des- 
cubrir  datos  mediante  operaciones  de  resta.  Es  decir,  si  por 
ejemplo  las  cifras  correspondientes  a  un  municipio  se  restan 
del  total  para  la  region  en  que  esta'  localizado  y  esta  resta 
facilitara  el  aislar  un  grupo  de  establecimientos,  faltando  de 
este  modo  a  los  reglamentos  (b)  y  (c)  antes  menc  ion  ados,  los 
datos  para  este  municipio  serian  entonces  omitidos  al  hacer  la 
publicacion.

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tied  areas,  and  third  to  individual  municipalities.  Similarly, 
in  presenting  industry  statistics  preference  was  given  to  indus- 
try groups  over  individual  industries. 


13.      The  Census  Report  Form 

TwoCensus  report  forms  were  used  for  all  establishments 
covered  in  this  Census:  Form  PR-MC- 100,  for  establishments 
with  five  ore  more  employees;  and  Form  PR-MC- 101,  for  those 
with  less  than  five  employees.  Separate  printings  of  Form 
PR-MC-100  were  made  in  English  and  in  Spanish.  Printings 
of  Form  PR-MC-101  was  made  in  Spanish.  Establishments 
with  five  or  more  employees  were  requested  to  furnish  data  on 
manhours,  inventories,  and  capital  expenditures,  in  addition 
to  data  on  employment  ,  payrolls,  materials,  products,  etc. 
(In  actual  practice,  however,  the  additional  data  were  obtained 
on  a  complete  basis  only  from  establishments  with  ten  or  more 
employees). 

Copies  of  the  Census  report  forms  and  instructions  are 
printed  in  Appendix  B. 

The  forms  required  that  each  respondent  enter  the  actual 
physical  location  of  the  manufacturing  establishment,  Federal 
Social  Security  Employer  Identification  Number,  company  af- 
filiation, and  changes  in  ownership  during  1958.  These  iden- 
tification data  were  used  primarily  for  control  purposes  or  ad- 
ditional knowledge  in  processing  the  reported  figures.  To 
develop  a  historical  time  series  showing  when  establishments 
covered  in  the  1958  Census  came  into  existence,  each  respond- 
ent was  asked  to  report  the  year  in  which  his  plant  first  began 
operations.  A  "form  of  ownership"  question  was  also  included 
to  determine  the  distribution  of  establishments  by  type  of  owner- 
ship (proprietorships,  partnerships,  corporations,  etc.)  in  the 
various  industry  groups. 


14.    Explanation  of  Terms 

Establishment.~|n  the  Census  of  Manufactures,  data  are 
collected  from  individual  manufacturing  establishments,  that  is, 
those  engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transformation  of 
inorganic  or  organic  substances  into  new  products.  These 
activities  are  usually  carried  on  in  plants,  factories,  or  mills. 
The  term  "establishment"  denotes  a  single  plant  or  factory  in 
which  manufacturing  operations  are  performed.  The  term  is  not 
necessarily  identical  with  the  business  firm  or  company,  which 
may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  A  company  that 
operated  establishments  in  more  than  one  location  was  gen- 
erally required  to  submit  a  separate  report  for  each  location. 
Also,  companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of  activi- 
ty at  one  location  were  required  to  submit  separate  reports,  if 
separate  records  were  available  or  if  substantially  accurate 
reports  could  be  prepared. 

Where    an    establishment  changed  ownership  during  the 
year  1958,  it  was  counted  as  a  single  establishment,  provided

13.    El  Cuestionario  Censal 

Se  usaron  dos  tipos  de  cuestionorios  para  los  estable- 
cimientos  cubiertos  por  este  censo:  Cuestionario  PR-MC-100, 
para  los  establecimientos  con  cinco  o  mas  empleados  y  el  cues- 
tionario PR-MC-101,  para  los  establecimientos  con  menos  de 
cinco  empleados.  Los  cuestionorios  PR-MC-100  se  imprimieron 
en  espafiol  y  en  ingles.  La  impresion  del  cuestionario  PR-MC- 
101  se  hizo  en  espafiol  solamente.  A  los  establecimientos  con 
cinco  o  ma's  empleados  se  les  pi  dio  informacion  respecto  a  las 
horas-hombre,  inventarios,  e  inversiones  de  capital,  ademas  de 
los  datos  sobre  empleo,  nomina,  materiales,  productos,  etc. 
(Sin  embargo,  en  la  practica,  la  informacion  adicional  completa 
solo  se  obtuvo  de  establecimientos  con  diez  o  mas  empleados). 

En  el  Apendice  B   se  presenter  modelos  de  los  cuestio- 
norios censales  y  sus  instrucciones. 

En  los  cuestionorios  se  pidio  a  cada  informante  que  ano- 
tara  la  local izacion  fisica  del  establecimiento  manufacturer, 
numero  de  patrono  de  Seguro  Social  Federal,  la  afiliacion  de  la 
compania  y  los  cambios  de  estado  o  posesion  del  estableci- 
miento durante  el  1958.  Estos  datos  de  identification  se  usa- 
ron principalmente  para  propositos  de  control  o  como  informa- 
cion adicional  al  procesar  las  cifras  informadas.  Paraobte- 
ner  una  serie  cronologica  que  mostrara  la  fecha  en  que  los  es- 
tablecimientos cubiertos  por  el  censo  de  1958  se  establecieron, 
se  pidio  a  cada  due  no  informase  el  alio  en  que  su  negocio  co- 
menzo  a  operar  por  primera  vez.  Tambien  se  incluyo'  unapre- 
gunta  sobre  la  'organizacion  legal"  (tipo  de  dominio)  para  po- 
der  determiner  la  distribucion  de  los  establecimientos  por  clase 
de  dueno  (propietario  individual,  sociedad,  corporation,  etc.) 
en  los  distintos  grupos  de  industrias. 

14.    Explication  de  los  Terminos  Usados 

Establecimiento.— En  el  Censo  de  Manufactures  se  reco- 
lectaron  datos  sobre  establecimientos  manufactureros  indivi- 
duates, es  decir,  aquellos  que  se  dedican  a  la  transform ac ion 
mecanica  o  quimica  de  materias  organicas  o  inorganicas  con- 
virtiendolas  en  nuevos  productos.  Estas  actividades  por  lo 
general  son  llevadas  a  cabo  en  fabricas  o  molinos.  El  termino 
"establecimiento"  denota  una  sola  fabrica  o  f  acton  a  en  la  cual 
se  llevan  a  cabo  operaciones  manufactureras.  Este  termino  no 
es  necesariamente  identico  al  de  empresa  o  compania, que puede 
consistir  de  uno  o  mas  establecimientos.  A  aquellas  compa- 
n'as  que  operaban  en  mas  de  un  local  se  les  pidio  que  rindieran 
un  informe  por  separado  para  coda  local.  Igualmente,  a  las 
companias  que  se  dedicaban  a  lineas  enteramente  distintas  de 
actividad  en  un  mismo  local  se  les  pidio'  rendir  informes  sepa- 
rados  si  se  llevaban  records  aparte  o  si  era  posible  preparer 
informes  que  fueran  sustancialmente  correctos. 

En   el    caso  de  un  establecimiento  que  cambio  de  dueno 
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it   continued   to   operate  in  the  same  line  of  activity.  Every 
effort   was  made  to   coordinate  the  reports  secured  from  both 
owners   so  that  the  consolidated  report  would  reflect  "annual" 
activity. 

Total  employees,  number  .--The  term  "Total  employees" 
represents  an  annual  average  of  all  full-time  and  part-time 
persons  on  the  payrolls  of  the  establishment  (except  home- 
workers  and  proprietors  and  partners  actively  engaged  in  plant 
operations)  who  received  compensation  in  any  part  of  four 
selected  pay  periods  covered  in  the  Census  year.  The  aver- 
ages were  based  on  pay  periods  ending  nearest  the  15th  of 
January,  March,  July,  and     October  1958. 

Salaries  and  wages,  total. —This  total  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commission,  bonuses,  vaca- 
tion pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all 
employees  of  the  establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance, 
union  dues,  etc.  Direct  payments  to  homeworkers,  however, 
are  not  included. 

Production  workers,  number.-*"Production  workers"  com- 
prise working  foreman  and  all  n on- supervisory  workers  engaged 
at  the  plant  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembling,  storage, 
packing,  shipping,  maintenance,  repair,  recordkeeping  and  all 
other  services  closely  related  to  production  operations. 

Production  workers,  wages.— This  item  consists  of  that 
portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above)  paid  to  production 
workers  of  manufacturing  establishments. 

Homeworkers  wages.— This  item  consists  of  payments 
made  directly  to  homeworkers  (who  work  outside  the  factory  on 
materials    supplied    by   the   manufacturer,    contractor,  or  sub- 
contractor).    Manufacturers  did  not  report   such  payments  if 
made    through  contractors  or  sub-contractors;  the  latter,  how- 
ever, were  requested  to  report  such  payments  to  homeworkers. 

Cost  of  materials  and  contract  work.— This  total  consists 
of  the  cost  of  materials,  supplies, fuels,  electric  energy,  and 
contract  work  for  all  establishments  of  an  industry  in  1958. 
"Cost"  refers  to  direct  charges  actually  paid  or  payable  for 
items  consumed  or  put  into  production  during  the  year.  It  re- 
presents the  cost  after  discounts  and  includes  freight  and  other 
direct  charges  incurred  in  acquiring  these  materials.  As  such, 
the  figure  includes  the  total  delivered  cost  of  all  raw  mate- 
rials, semi-finished  goods,  parts,  components,  containers, 
scrap,  and  supplies  consumed  or  put  into  production  during 
1958;  it  includes  the  amount  paid  for  electric  energy  purchased 
and  for  all  fuels  consumed  for  heat,  power,  or  generation  of 
electricity;  and  it  includes  the  cost  of  work  done  by  others  on 
materials  furnished  by  the  manufacturing  establishment  (con- 
tract work).  On  the  other  hand,  it  excludes  the  cost  of  pro- 
ducts bought  and  resold  in  the  same  condition;  it  excludes  the 
cost  of  services  used,  such  as  advertising,  insurance,  tele- 
phone, etc.,  and  developmental,  research,  and  consulting  serv- 
ices of  other  establishments;  it  excludes  overhead  costs,  such 
as  depreciation  charges,  rent,  interest,  royalties,  etc.;  it  ex-

Numero  total    de  empleados.— El  te'rmino  "empleo  total" 
se   refiere   a  todas   las  personas  incluidas  en  las  nominas  de 
pago  que  trabajaron  toda  o  parte  de  la  Jornada  diaria  (excepto 
los    trabajadores    a  domicilio  y  duefios  o  socio s  activos)  que 
hubieran  recibido  remuneracion  durante  por  lo  menos  uno  de  los 
cuatro    penodos    de  pago  considerados  dentro  del  afio  censal, 
que  son  los  que  finalizaron  cerca  del  dia  15  de  los  meses  de 
enero,  marzo,  julio  y  octubre  de  1958. 

Salarios  y  jornales,  total.-Este  total  incluye  toda  forma 
de  compensacion  (salarios,  jornales,  comisiones,  bonos,  paga 
por  vacaciones,  y  cualquier  otra  remuneracion)  pagoda  durante 
el  afio  a  todos  los  empleados  del  establecimiento.  El  total  de 
pagos  es  informado  antes  de  hacer  deduce iones  para  Seguro 
Social,  impuestos  sobre  ingresos,  otros  seguros,  cuotas  para 
sindicatos,  etc.  No  se  incluyen,  sin  embargo,  los  pagos  hechos 
a  trabajadores  a  domicilio. 

Numero  total  de  "obreros  de  produccion  y  similares."— Los 
"obreros  de  produccion  y  similares"  incluye  a  los  capataces  y 
toda  clase  de  trabajadores  de  produccion  (incluyendo  maestros 
y  apren dices)  ocupados  en  la  fabricacion,  elaboracion,  montaje, 
inspeccion,  almacenaje,  recibimiento,  manejo,  empaque,  embar- 
que,  mantenimiento,  reparacion,  limpieza,  vigilancia,  manejo 
de  records  y  otros  servicios  estrechamente  relacionados  con 
las  operac iones  productivas. 

Obreros  de  produccion,  jornales.—  Esta  part  id  a  consiste 
de  aquella  parte  de  la  nomina  (segun  se  define  antes)  pagoda  a 
los  trabajadores  de  produccion  de  los  establecimientos  manu- 
facturers. 

Salarios  de  los  trabajadores  a  domicilio.— Esta  partida 
consiste  de  los  pagos  hechos  directamente  a  trabajadores  a  do- 
micilio (quienes  trabajan  fuera  de  la  fabrica  con  materiales  su- 
plidos  por  el  fabricante,  contratista,  o  sub-contratista).  Los 
manufactureros  no  informaron  dichos  pagos  cuando  se  hicieron 
a  trove's  de  contratistas  o  sub-contratista;  estos  ultimos,  sin 
embargo,  fueron  los  que  informaron  tales  pagos  a  los  trabaja- 
dores a  domicilio. 

Costo  de  materiales  y  trabajo  por  contrato.— Este  total 
consiste  del  costo  de  materiales,  efectos,  combustibles,  ener- 
gfa  ele'etrica,  y  trabajos  por  contrato  para  todos  los  estableci- 
mientos de  una  indu stria  en  1958.  "Costo"  se  refiere  a  los 
cargo s  directos  realmente  pagados  o  por  pagarse  por  articulos 
consumidos  o  utilizados  en  la  produccion  durante  el  afio.  Re- 
presenta  el  costo  despues  de  hechos  los  descuentos,  e  incluye 
fletes  y  otros  gastos  incurridos  en  la  adquisicion  de  dichos 
materiales.  Asi  pues,  la  cifra  incluye  el  costo  total  de  entrega 
de  toda  la  materia  prima,  productos  semi-el aborados,  piezas, 
componentes,  envases,  chatarra,  y  otros  materiales  consumidos 
o  utilizados  en  la  produccion  durante  1958;  incluye  la  cantidad 
pagada  por  la  energfa  electric  a  comprada  y  por  todo  el  combus- 
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eludes  materials,   machinery  and  equipment  used  in  plant  ex- 
pansion  or    capitalized   repairs,   which  are  chargeable  to  fixed 
assets  accounts. 


It  should  be  noted  that  a  summation  of  industry  cost  of 
materials  figures  to  industry  group  totals  would  result  in  large 
and  unknown  amounts  of  duplication,  owing  to  the  addition  of 
costs  reported  by  related  industries  engaged  in  successive 
fabrication  stages  in  the  production  of  finished  manufactured 
products.  For  this  reason,  cost  of  materials,  etc.,  figures 
are  not  shown  at  the  industry  group  (3-digit)  and  major  industry 
group  (2»digit)  levels.  With  some  minor  exceptions,  this  dupli- 
cation is  not  significant  within  individual  industries. 


Value  of  shipments  (Value  of  products  sold  and  contract 
receipts).— This  figure  represents  net  selling  value,  f.o.b.  plant, 
after  discounts  and  allowances,  of  all  shipments  of  products 
from  manufacturing  establishments  of  an  industry  in  1958,  plus 
receipts  for  miscellaneous  activities  of  such  plants;  it  excludes 
freight  charges  and  excise  taxes.  Products  transferred  to  other 
establishments  of  the  same  company  (such  as  other  manu- 
facturing plants,  separate  sales  branches,  or  retail  dealers) 
are  valued  at  the  nearest  approximation  to  the  commercial  sel- 
ling value,  f.o.b.  plant,  and  not  the  cost  of  production.  It 
should  be  noted  that,  for  establishments  classified  in  a  given 
industry,  the  value  of  shipments  includes  not  only  (a)  their 
value  of  products  "primary"  to  the  industry,  but  also  (b)  their 
value  of  "secondary"  products  (which  are  primary  to  other  indus- 
tries), and  (c)  their  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for  repair  work, 
sales  of  scrap,  installation  of  own  products,  receipts  for  con- 
tract work,  etc.  In  some  industries  which  deliver  their  pro- 
ducts directly  to  their  customers,  such  as  ice  cream  (2024), 
fluid  milk  and  cream  (2026),  bottled  soft  drinks  (2081),  and  ice 
(2097),  some  delivery  costs  are  probably  included  in  the  value 
of  shipments. 


The  element  'Value  of  products  sold"  consists  of  value 
of    shipments     (as   defined    above)    less  contract  receipts  and 
miscellaneous  receipts. 


The  element  "contract  receipts"  consists  of  receipts  for 
work  performed  on  materials  owned  by  others.  As  contract 
receipts  reported  by  contractors  do  not  include  the  cost  of  the 
materials  (owned  by  the  manufacturer  or  jobber),  the  figure  does 
not  represent  the  total  value  of  the  product,  but  only  the  value 
of  the  work  done  by  the  contracting  plant. 


As  in  the  case  of  cost  of  materials,  a  summation  of  indus- 
try value  of  shipments  figures  to  industry  group  totals  would

Valor  de  las  ventas.--(Valor  de  los  productos  vendidos  e 
ingresos  por  trabajo  contratado).

El  factor  "ingresos  por  trabajos  por  contrato*  consiste  de 
los  ingresos  por  trabajo  efectuado  con  materiales  propiedad  de 
otros.  Como  los  ingresos  informados  por  contratistas  no  inclu- 
yen  el  costo  de  los  materiales  (pertenecientes  al  manufacturer©) 
la  cifra  no  representa  el  valor  total  del  producto,  sino  solo  el 
valor  del  trabajo  hecho  por  la  fabrica  contratante. 
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result  in  large  and  unknown  amounts  of  duplication,  owing  to 
the  addition  of  shipments  reported  by  related  industries  en* 
gaged  in  successive  fabrication  stages  in  the  production  of 
finished  manufactured  products.  For  this  reason,  value  of  ship* 
merits  totals  are  ordinarily  not  shown  at  the  industry  group  level. 
This  duplication  is  not  significant  within  individual  indus- 
tries, except  for  a  few  minor  exceptions. 


In  a  few  selected  tables,  however,  value  of  products  sold 
for  industry  groups  are  presented  in  order  to  indicate  their  ag- 
gregate levels  of  output.  Such  totals,  of  course,  should  be  in- 
terpreted with  extreme  caution,  because  of  this  basic  limitation 
of  significance  of  such  aggregates.  The  duplication  is  par- 
ticularly significant  when  industries  within  the  same  major 
industry  group  perform  successive  stages  in  the  manufacture 
of  a  product,  such  as  raw  cane  sugar  mills  and  distilleries, 
sugar  mills,  refineries,  and  confectionery  plants  in  the  Food 
and  Kindred  Products  group;  or,  as  in  the  case  of  tobacco 
stemming  and  redrying,  cigars  and  chewing  and  smoking  tobacco. 


Value  added  by  manufacture.— This  measure  is  derived  by 
adding  work-in-process  and  finished  products  inventory  changes 
to  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establishments 
(including  value  of  resales)  in  each  industry  and  subtracting 
from  this  total  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  semi-manufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  products  bought  and  resold  in 
the  same  condition,  fuels,  purchased  electric  energy,  and 
contract  work.  It  avoids,  therefore,  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  As  such,  it  is  the  best 
value  measure  available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic 
areas. 


Destination  of  products  sold  and  source  of  contract 
receipts.- This  item  refers  to  the  destination  of  the  products 
or  services  sold.  In  the  case  of  contract  receipts,  contractors 
reported  the  origin  of  payments  for  contract  work  performed  on 
materials  owned  by  others.

LEGISLATION  AUTHORIZING  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  FOR  PUERTO  RICO 

I.     Law  passed  by  legislature  of  Puerto  Rico: 

ACT  NO.   11- 

To  authorize  the  taking  of  manufacturing  and  business  censuses,  and  to  fix  penalties 
for  the  violation  of  this  Act. 

BE  IT  ENACTED  BY  THE  LEGISLATURE  OF  PUERTO  RICO: 

Section  1.   -  The  Governor  of  Puerto  Rico  shall,  whenever  he  deems  it  of  public 
advisability,  direct  that  manufacturing  and  business  censuses  be  taken  in    Puerto  Rico; 
PROVIDED,   That  in  the  year  1950  there  shall  be  taken  censuses  of  this  nature,    which 
may  include  the  operations  carried  out  during  the  year  1949. 

Section  2.   -  The  Governor  of  Puerto  Rico  may  execute  agreements  with  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census  of  the  Department  of  Commerce  of  the  United  States,   so  that  the  said  Bureau 
may  have  charge  of  the  work  of  taking  manufacturing  and  business  censuses  in  Puerto  Rico. 

Section  3.    -  It  shall  be  compulsory  for  any  owner,  officer,  agent,  manager  or  assistant 
of  any    company,   business,   institutions,   establishment,   or  other  organization  of  whom  infor- 
mation is  sought  by  officers  or  representatives  of  the  officers  of  manufacturing  and  business 
censuses,  to  answer,   correctly  and  in  full,  to  his  best  knowledge  and  belief,  all  questions 
asked  him  through  questionnaires  prepared  therefor,   concerning  his  business  or  to  statistics 
or  records  in  his  custody.     Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  by  refusing  to 
furnish  any  information  requested  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  (100)  dollars  nor  more  than  five 
hundred  (500)  dollars,   or  by  imprisonment  in  jail  for  a  term  of  not  more  than  three  (3)  months, 
or  by  both  penalties,   in  the  discretion  of  the  court;  and  any  person  violating  the  provisions  of 
this  section  by  knowingly  furnishing  false  information,    shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars,   or  by  imprisonment  in  jail  for  a  term  of  not  more  than  twelve 
(12)months,   or  by  both  penalties,   in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  4.   -  The  information  furnished  here-under  shall  be  used  solely  for  the  statistical 
purposes  for  which  it  was  furnished. 

Section  5.    -  Any  supervisor,   enumerator,   clerk,   or  other  person  employed  in  taking 
manufacturing  and  business  censuses  who,  without  prior  authorization  publishes  or  divulges 
any  information  obtained  by  him  in  his  capacity  of  employee  of  said  census,   shall  be  guilty  of 
a  felony  and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  thousand 
(5,000)  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for  a  term  of  not  more  than  two  (2)  years, 
or  by  both  penalties,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court;  or  if  he  should  knowingly  fill  out  a  false 
questionnaire,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  felony  and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  not  more  than  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for 
a  term  of  not  more  than  five  (5)  years,   or  by  both  penalties,   in  the  discretion  of  the  court;  or  if 
he  should  knowingly  falsely  swear  to  and/or  affirm  the  truth  of  any  statement  made  and/or  signed 
by  him  under  oath  or  affirmation  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  he  shall  be  guilty 
of  perjury  and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  ten  thousand 
(10,000)  dollars,   or  by  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for  a  term  of  not  more  than  five  (5)  years, 
or  by  both  penalties,   in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  6.   -  This  act,  being  of  an  urgent  and  necessary  character,   shall  take  effect 
immediately  after  its  approval.

ambas  penas  a  discrecion  del  tribunal  o  si  a  sabiendas  jurare  y/o  afirmare  falsamente  en

mineral  industries,   and  of  other  businesses in  the  year  1954  and  every  fifth  year 

thereafter,   and  each  such  census  shall  relate  to  the  year  immediately  preceding  the  taking 
thereof:    Provided,    That  the  censuses  of  manufactures,  of  mineral  industries,   and  of  other 
businesses,   including  the  distributive  trades  and  service  establishments,   directed  to  be 
taken  in  the  year  1954  relating  to  the  year  1953,   shall  be  taken  instead  in  the  year  1955 
relating  to  the  year  1954.

Organizations:    False  Answers  (224) 

Whoever,  being  the  owner,   official,  agent,  person  in  charge,   or  assistant  to  the  person 
in  charge,  of  any  company,  business,  institution,   establishment,   religious  body,  or 
organization  of  any  nature  whatsoever,  neglects  or  refuses,  when  requested    by  the  Secretary 
or  other  authorized  officer  or  employee  of  the  Department  of  Commerce  or  bureau  or  agency 
thereof,  whether  such  request  be  made  by  registered  mail,  by  telegraph,  by  visiting 
representative,   or  by  one  or  more  of  these  methods,  to  answer  completely  and  correctly 
to  the  best  of  his/knowledge  all  questions  relating  to    his  company,  business,   institution, 
establishment,  religious  body,   or  other  organization,   or  to  records  or  statistics  in  his 
official  custody,   contained  on  any  census  or  other  schedule  prepared  and  submitted  to  him 
under  the  authority  of  this  title,   shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $500  or  imprisoned  not  more 
than  sixty  days,   or  both;  and  if  he  willfully  gives  a  false  answer  to  any  such  question,  he  shall 
be  fined  not  more  than  $10,000  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  one  year,   or  both.

WHEREAS,  it  is  in  the  interest  of  the  people  of  Puerto  Rico  to  take  inventories  of  their 
commercial  and  industrial  resources  and  determine  periodically  the  levels  of  progress 
achieved  under  its  program; 

WHEREAS,  the  most  recent  information  concerning  the  Censuses  of  Business  and  Manu- 
factures,  covering  the  years  1949,   1952,   1954,  and  1956  respectively,   does  not  reflect 
current  business  and  industrial  progress,  thus  making  it  necessary  to  bring  such  information 
up  to  date  in  order  to  assess  properly  the  economic  and  social  progress  of  the  period; 

WHEREAS,  Act  No.    11,  approved  March  27,    1950,  provides  that  Censuses  of  Business 
and  Manufactures  be  taken  in  Puerto  Rico,  whenever  the  Governor  deems  that  they  are  in  . 
the  public  interest;  the  Act  also  requiring  that  merchants  and  manufacturers  answer   all 
questions  fully  and  faithfully  and  guaranteeing  that  the  information  supplied  will  be  accorded 
confidential  treatment  and  will  be  used  for  statistical  purposes  only; 

NOW,   THEREFORE,   I,  LUIS  MUNOZ  MARIN,  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Puerto
